Few people of the town knew of the 
occurrence until daylight. 

The bodies were unclaimed and 
were shipped to the Atlanta College of 
Physician sand Surgeons by Dr. G. R. 
Maner under the recent law authoriz- 
ing the anatomical board of Georgia 
to dispose of unclaimed bodies.
